New Bank 
Approved 
For Plano 


Preliminary approval for a new 
national bank, City National Bank of 
Plano, has been given by the U.S. 
Comptroller of Currency, it was an­ 
nounced today by Dr. Charles A. 
Richardson, agent for the organizers. 
The new bank will be located at the 
southeast comer of FM 544 and 
Independence Parkway, and will have 
a proposed capitalization of $1.5 
million. 
The proposed directors, who also 
are the bank’s organizers, are County 
Judge Nathan E. White Jr., Dr. 
Jimmy B. Eubank, attorney Robert T. 
Dry, Mayor Norman F. Whitsitt, 
former mayor Robert L. Harrington, 
petroleum distributor E.W. 
(Bill) 
Switzer, restaurant owner Roland 
Dickey, title attorney William A. 
Kramer, and realtor Paula Stringer. 
The proposed directors all have 
primary business interests in Plano 
and are residents of the Plano- 
Richardson area. This is the first 
group 
of 
local 
independent 
businessmen and women to obtain 
permission to organize a bank in 
Plano within the past IO years. 
According to Dr. Richardson, the 
organizers and proposed directors are 
planning to have the bank in operation 
within the next few months. 
“We plan to provide a full range of 
innovative, personalized banking 
services,” he stated.

Rezoning Is Approved 
By P&Z Commission

missioners Monday night agreed to 
rezone a 52.2-acre tract in northwest 
Plano to SF-3 residential, although 
they stressed that they expected the 
property north of the subject tract to 
be brought into the city as SF-2 
residential. 
Two of the commissioners, Robert 
McCurley and Lionel Berry, opposed 
the lower classification on the 
property owned by Talmadge Tinsley 
because they feared allowing homes 
of 1400 minimum square feet would 
set a precedent for the land to the 
north. SF-2 homes have a minimum 
floor area of 1600 square feet. 
The remaining commissioners 
argued that a trend for the smaller 
home has already been set along FM 
544 with property on three sides of the 
subject tract zoned SF-3. Jim Rice 
indicated that difficulty in developing 
the odd-shaped tract of land which is 
located about one-half mile west of 
Coit Rd. on the north side of FM 544 
was a factor in his vote with the 
majority. 
Berry argued that the commission’s 
greater responsibility lies with the 
land to the north. He added that he 
sees “the potential of triggering 
another significant explosion of SF-3 
housing” in that area. 
In a unanimous vote, the com­ 
mission rejected a proposal from 
Nicky Naumovich for the rezoning of 
20 acres of single family property to 
duplex. The land which is located on 
the northeast corner of the Parker 
Rd.-Townbluff Dr. 
intersection is 
currently zoned SF-2 and Naumovich 
had requested 2F-1 (2500 square feet 
minimum floor area). 
Rice pointed out that allowing 
duplex in the entire tract would be 
violating the principle of using such 
housing as a buffer zone. He and other 


commissioners suggested that the 
northern portion of the property 
remain as SF-2 with the southern 
portion, aligned with Hilltop Lane or 
adjacent townhouse zoning, as duplex. 
Naumovich was told to return with a 
proposal patterned along these lines. 
All other items before the com­ 
mission were approved without op­ 
position. A 213-acre tract in far nor­ 
thwest Plano has been endorsed for 
SF-3 zoning. The property owned by 
John Wells is located on the southeast 
corner of Alma Lane and Coit Rd. 
The Catholic Diocese also won 
approval for the rezoning of 5.6 acres 
on the southwest corner of the 
Roundrock Tr.-Spring Creek Pkwy, 
intersection from planned develop­ 
ment recreation center to SF-2 The 
zoning change will eliminate the 
necessity for a screening wall. 
The land study and preliminary plat 
of Royal Oaks II, a 21-acre develop 
ment on the southeast corner of the 
intersection of Royal Oak Dr. and 
Peachtree Lane, were also approved 


Cambridge Companies showed a new 
alignment of a collector street to 
satisfy Parks and Recreation Dept, 
requirements that access to the 
Albritton tract be limited. 


Commissioners also approved the 
final plat and site plan of Spring Creek 
Plaza, a three-fourths acre plot on the 
southeast comer of Spring Creek 
Pkwy. and Custer Rd. An Exxon self- 
service station is planned on the lot. 
The final plat of Carpenter Middle 
School, located just north of Christie 
Elementary, and the final plat of the 
Pittard Subdivision were also okayed. 
The latter property is located on the 
southwest comer of Parker Rd. and 
Independence Pkwy. It will be 
developed for retail use. 


Folsom Investments gained ap­ 
proval of a replat in Hunters Glenn II. 
The 4.6 acres which is zoned for office 
will be subdivided into three lots. It is 
located on the southwest corner of 
Pleasant Valley Dr and Spring Creek 
Pkwy.

man who had a happy, stable 
home life could exert all of 
his energies to the job. Their 
definition of the ‘ideal’ wife 
was one who was highly 
adaptable, highly gregarious 
and realized her husband 
belonged 
to 
the

Broken down, adaptability 
was interpreted to mean that 
the wife was comfortable in 
a variety of situations, could 
put those around her at ease, 
acted as mother and father 
to children, relocated when 
necessary, and refrained 
from complaining about long 
hours and frequent trips. 
It was also to her ad­ 
vantage to be well-read and 
informed in many areas of 
interest, to be able to talk 
intelligently 
with 
her 
h u s b a n d ’s 
b u s i n e s s 
associates, and to listen to 
and 
understand 
the 
pressures and problems of 
his business, the specialist 
said. 
“To be gregarious was to 
be a good social mixer, 
hostess and entertainer, both 
in the home and away—in 
other 
words, 
a 
‘social 
operator.’ 
“And if these two ideals 
were accomplished, then 


surely, by definition, the 
wife knew her husband 
belonged to the corporation. 
Who does it leave time for, 
anyway? One company went 
so far as to say that they 
wanted men who lived only 
for the company—the man 
who put his family first had 
no place in their business.” 
Equipped 
with 
these 
standards or criteria for the 
“ideal” wife, corporations 
had to find a way to insure 
that their executives had the 
right wife. This was where 
the “wife interview” came 
into view. 
In 1950, a study conducted 
by “ Fortune” magazine 
revealed that half of the 
companies questioned and 
screened the wife, and 20 per 
cent of the acceptable ap­ 
plicants were turned down 
because their wives failed to 
measure up. 
These interviews were 
generally “informal” social 
visits in which a higher 
executive called on the wife 
in her home. Some took their 
own wives along to help 
spot things, and they might 
even ask a few questions 
around the neighborhood to 
find out how popular she 
was. 


One college president 
insisted upon eating break­ 
fast with an applicant’s 
family; if the wife couldn’t 
fix a good breakfast, the 
man was a bad risk. 
Amidst all of these un­ 
dercover and subjective 
tactics, how did the wife feel 
about 
her 
roles 
and 
responsibilities? In general, 
during the early 1950’s, she 
liked it. A feminist she was 
not—why bite the hand that 
feeds you? 
In her mind, the cor­ 
poration provided her with a 
life style that she enjoyed, 
through company benefits 
and employment security. 
T he 
i n c o n v e n i e n c e s 
sometimes imposed by the 
corporation were just part of 
her life, to be understood and 
adjusted to in the best way 
possible, the specialist said.

issued under the Postal 
False Representation Statue 
and require the return to 
senders of all subsequent 
mail related to the mail­ 
order scheme. Payment of 
outstanding postal money 
orders to Angler’s is also 
forbidden. 
Angler’s, a Trenton, N.J., 
firm, 
advertised 
“ Free 


Fishing Tackle! Rods ... 
Reels ... 
more! 
Money 
Saving book tells how!” for 
$5.50. Individuals ordering 
the book received an 18-page 
booklet 
which 
advised 
purchasers to write to 
fishing tackle m anufac­ 
turers offering to field test 
and evaluate specific fishing 
gear 
made 
by 
the 
manufacturers 
These let­ 
ters, the booklet said, would 
result in a minimum of $100 
worth of free tackle within 
the first month. 
Upon investigation, the 
Postal Inspection service 
discovered that only one of 
the m anufacturers listed 


would even consider giving 
free tackle in exchange for 
field testing and then only 
after a personal interview. 
Based on this information 
the Consumer Protection 
Office of the Postal Service 
l^aw Department filed a 
formal complaint charging 
that 
Angler’s 
falsely 
represented its product. 
Administrative Law Judge 
Quetin E. Grant ruled that 
Angler’s was engaged in a 
scheme to obtain money 
through the mails by false 
re p r e s e n ta tio n s

By JAMES L. OVERTON 
HOUSTON (UPI) - Scien­ 
tists trying to reduce the 
number of cases of cancer 
say they are being frustrated 
by Congress, which keeps 
protecting the tobacco in­ 
dustry against attempts to 
control cigarettes.

“We have no information 
on what is a safe dose or 
exposure of a carcinogen,” 
Rawson said. “ (R esear­ 
chers) don’t have the in­ 
formation. There are some 
who would propose no dose is 
safe. That may be an ex­ 
treme claim.” 
He said of the 170 carcino­ 
gens identified from animal 
experiments, only about 17 
have been linked to cancer in 
man. 
He said scientists did 
agree many factors in­ 
fluenced man’s response to 
carcinogens: the method of 
exposure, 
inhalation, 
ingestion, 
absorption, 
m etabolic 
activ atio n , 
detoxification, and the role 
of the immune state. 
Dr. Joseph Fraumeni said 
his group surveyed U.S. 
cancer deaths and found 
significantly more fatalities 
from lung cancer in the 
southeast Atlantic and Gulf 
Coast areas. 
Fraumeni said the nation’s 
highest incidence of lung 
cancer occured in urban 
areas of the Northeast where 


smoking tended to be more 
common. Fraum enti and 
Rawson said 90 per cent of 
lung cancer, 
the 
most 
common tumor affecting 
men, came from smoking.

three sons. She gave birth to 
her daughter Amy, 9, at the 
age of 40 and after much 
persuasion by Carter, who 
wanted another child de­ 
sperately. 
Struggle and hurt are 
written in her face. But she 
has a captivating smile that 
softens the pain. 
She cannot forget that she 
had to work hard as a young 
girl. Her father died when 
she was 13, and she worked 
her way through high school 
and college. 
‘‘Jim m y and I worked so 
hard,” she said repeatedly 
during the campaign. “ We 
want a president who has 
worked for a living.” 
She is intensely defensive 
about her husband, and does 
not take lightly criticism of 
him. On the other hand, 
reporters remember well the 
look she gave her husband 
when she came aboard the 
whistlestop 
train 
after 
publication of the Playboy 
Magazine interview in which 
he said he had “ lusted” after 
other women. 
But she met the issue 
headon, even encouraging 
questions at her news con­ 
ferences so that she could 
clear up the point. 
“ Did anyone read Playboy 
Magazine," she said in her 
soft drawl. “ I did, and I liked 
it. He was only explaining 
his Baptist religion.” 
Carter speaks of his wife 
as an “ extension of myself.” 
They are close and appear 
very much in love, with open 
displays of affection. 
Mrs. Carter political in­ 
stincts have served her 
husband well. She persuaded 
him 
to 
enter 
all 
the 
primaries, and for that he is 
grateful. She also sometimes 
won out over his other ad­ 
visers 
on 
campaign 
strategy. 
Her energy was boundless, 
although she began to show 
some of the wear and tear of 
18 hours days filled with 
speeches, press conferences 
and talks shows. Her day 
often began at 4:30 a.m. at 
factory gates, shaking hands 
with arriving workers. 
“ I ’m Rosalynn Carter — 
my husband is running for 
President.” 
Some 
have 
wondered 
“ what 
makes 
Rosalynn 
run?” She has been heard to 
say 
“ when 
we 
were 
governor” and “ when we’re 
president.” 
When Carter lost ground to 
President Ford, in the first 


debate, she was furious and 
grabbed reporters to tell 
them so. 
Although Carter’s mother, 
“ Miss Lillian” denies there 
has ever been any real 
friction 
with 
Rosalynn, 
Carter himself writes in his 
book “ Why Not the Best” 
that his wife — dreading the 
domination of two mothers 
— did not want to return to 
Plains when he decided to 
give up his Navy career. 
The Carters have been 
bent on improving them­ 
selves. 
They have taken 
cultural extension courses 
and have been studying 
Spanish for a number of 
years. 
Mrs. Carter has a strong 
domestic side. She loves to 
cook and used to sew many 
of her own and Am y’s 
dresses. She will take her 
sewing machine to the White 
House 
She plans to be very active 
in the fields of mental health 
and aging, where she has 
deep concern. She also will 
be her husband’s “ goodwill 
ambassador” — a role Pat 
Nixon took on during her 
years as first lady. 
Carter is counting on her 
to help him keep in touch 
with the people. She in turn 
has certain ideas on how the 
White House should be run, 
and she expects to transform 
its social style. 
She 
w ill 
serve 
some 
Southern foods and no hard 
liquor. Wine will be served at 
state dinners. 
There w ill be square 
dancing in the East Room, 
and Mrs. Carter plans to 
reciprocate with invitations 
to stay at the White House to 
those whose hospitality she 
accepted during the cam­ 
paign. 
She will have a staff of 
about 20, and plans to hold 
occasional

D EA R DR. LA M B - Is 
there any cure or treatment 
for fibrocystic disease of the 
breast besides surgery once or 
twice a year? My doctor says 
I have to learn to live with it. I 
have a mammogram once a 
year and just had surgery for 
a large mass of cysts from one 
breast that looked like grapes 
full of yellow fluid. The other 
breast has the same but the 
doctor said they were cystic 
so just keep a close watch on 
them. 
I want to know what can be 
done and if there are any 
treatments or should I change 
doctors. 
Is having the breast remov­ 
ed the answer or not? I can’t 
see going to the hospital once 
or twice a year for surgery. I 
would just as soon have both 
breasts removed if it will put 
a stop to these cystic for­ 
mations. This is making an 
emotional wreck of me. I am 
44. 
D EA R R E A D E R - You 
have a perplexing problem. 
However, as many as a third 
of 
a d u lt 
wom en 
have 
fibrocystic disease (also call­ 
ed chronic m astitis). The 
amount of difficulty depends 
upon the extent of the disease. 
The recurrent formation of 
cysts is not dangerous 
although cysts can cause pain 
and tenderness. Symptoms 
are relieved some with a well- 
fitting brassiere and with the 
application of heat. A cyst or 
cysts can be drained with a 
needle. 
The important point is es­ 
tablishing whether a woman 
has cysts in the breast or if 
there is a definite nodule that 
is not a cyst. If it is a nodule 
the question of a malignancy 
of the breast must be settled. 
I hate to frighten you but 
you may make the wrong deci­ 
sion if you don’t have the right 
facts. Cancer of the breast is 
three to five times as common 
in women w ith c y s t i c 


mastitis. That is why you 
doctor is wisely keeping sue 
close track of you. It is not ut 
usual to have a biopsy c 
removal of an area to be sur 
it is a cyst and not a nodule.I 
the cyst can be drained an 
there is no residual lump the 
one is on safer grounds. 
It is well and good to sa 
that the important point is t 
tell the difference between 
cyst and a definite lump, but 
isn t that easy in a breast th* 
is full of cysts. That is why 
woman with a lot of thes 
should have a breast examine 
tion by her doctor every foi 
to six months. 
Although there is a lot < 
discussion currently on th 
value and danger of man 
mography it is used in cast 
such as yours because of th 
high incidence of cancer an 
the consequences if cancer 
not detected early. You shoul 
continue to rely on your do< 
tor to advise you on how ofte 
you should have such an e: 
amination as it applies to yoi 
case. 
Some doctors are now moi 
in favor of a simple master 
tomy in cases such as yours, 
depends again on how muc 
trouble it causes. In moi 
cases however, a regul* 
careful evaluation combine 
with self-examination will I 
adequate. In a woman wil 
severe problems and with 
fam ily history of breai 
cancer the choice might t 
different. Talk it over wil 
your doctor if you continue I 
need surgery and perhaps as 
for a consultation with ' 
specialist in gynecology.

“ A head coaching job is what you get in this business for,” 
Reeves said. “ But you have to look at yourself and say ‘Are 
you ready?’ I personally feel I ’m ready. If you’re 32 or 42, 
you’re going to make some mistakes but I ’ve been coaching 
for eight years and you have to learn something in that 
tim e.” 
Reeves recently interviewed for the Atlanta Falcons’ posi­ 
tion and club officials confirm a strong interest in the Rome, 
Ga., native. 
“ He’s very much in consideration and we’re very intere­ 
sted,” said Rankin Smith Jr., Falcons’ business manager 
and son of owner Rankin Smith Sr. “I know m y father likes 
him a lot and other coaches have recommended him .” 
“ He seemed to help the Dallas club a lot. He’s been with a 
winning program — played there, coached there and that’s 
in his favor. Hopefully we’ll make a decision by the latter 
part of this week.” 
The possibility has Reeves excited. 
“ Atlanta is a good situation because you have the things 
you need to be a contender,” he said. “ Secondly, it’s home. 
“ Atlanta has never had a winner but it’s a great sports 
town. You can go in and, assuming you’re ready for a head 
coaching job, can determine your destiny. They’ve been l l 
years without a winner but there’s a lot of positive things.” 


After three seasons as a quarterback at South Carolina, 
Reeves signed with Dallas as a free agent in 1965 and his 
style fit well in the Cowboys’ system. He proved himself 
valuable as a runner, receiver coming out of the backfield 
and even a threat with the halfback pass. 
Reeves proved equally versatile as a coach, working with 
all phases of the Cowboys’ offense except the line. 
“I have a broad background which I feel is in my favor. 
I’ve coached the kicking game and the running backs in the 
past,” he said. “This year I was in charge of the passing 
game. One year I was in charge of the offseason conditioning 
program, so I have experience there. 
“I’ve been more offensive oriented and would like to have 
a really strong defensive coordinator. If I was a head coach 
I’d go for really strong assistants. Those are important. I’m 
not stupid enough to think I have all the areas covered.” 
For two seasons Reeves was in the precarious position of 
player-coach. He says it was an invaluable preparation. 
“It helped me mature a lot. I was hurt and my career was 
basically over except as a backup and I was coaching guys 
that were older than m e,” he said. 
“I learned problems of the player but had never before 
seen it from the other side. I feel I was very lucky to be able 
to experience both sides at the same time.”
